Mrs. Herbst and Romcr 
are residents of Lake Villa. 

Voting will be at the high school 
and at the Lake Villa Grade school 
for Lake Villa township residents. 

Voters in the high school dis- 
trict will also vote on a proposal 
to sell a two-story frame dwelling 
on the high school property to make 
room for parking. 
" The two elections are regarded 
by many as -more important than 
the Town election, since widespread 
publicity has made voters of the 
district conscious of the fact .that 
approximately two-thirds of all 
teal estate taxes arc consumed by 
schools. The constantly increasing 
cost of taxes have made most resi- 
dents adopt the attitude . that, the 
strictest economy should be prac- 
Iced in. the operation of .our schools. 

It has been pointed out .that the 
persons elected to the school boards 
should be well-qoulified in order 
that; the best Job of education can 
be -'accomplished for the least 
amount of money. In Saturday's 
elections, a number of candidates 
arc on the ballots, and it is be- 
lieved that voters will turn out In 
large numbers to select board mem- 
bers at both schools.

; Copies of the crusade leaflet of 
the American Cancer Society will 
be distributed free to all during 
the drive for funds to support the 
year round programs ot research, 
education and service of the society. 

"This Is one of the ways that the 
public is -being alerted to 'cancer's 
seven danger signals," the chair- 
men said. 

On the cover of the leaflet Is a 
striking drawing of a young mother 
saved from cancer, and her daugh- 
ter. The drawing was contributed 
by Amos ScwcII, well known West- 
port, Conn., artist, The leaflet ex- 
plains that the mother -was saved 
through her knowledge of cancer's 
seven danger signals, but points out 
that each year more than 60,000 
youngsters under 18 lose a parent 
to cancer. 

. The seven danger signals, which 
the American Cancer Society urges 
everyone to memorize are: 

1. Any sore that does not heal. 

2. A lump or thickening in the 
breast or elsewhere. 

3. Unusual bleeding or discharge. 

4. Any change in a wart or 
mole. 

'Sr* Persistent indigestion or diffi- 
culty in swallowing, 
. 6. Persistent hoarseness or cough, 

7. Any change in normal bowel 
habits. ' 

"These symptoms may not mean 
cancer, but anyone of them should 
send. you promptly to your doctor," 
the ACS says. 

During the month of April hun- 
dreds of volunteers. under the direc- 
tion of their local chairmen will 
seek to raise $31,500 as Lake coun- 
ty's share of .the national ' goal of 
$18,000,000 to carry on the life-sav- 
ing work of the Society,

Seek Law to Halt Cars 
For School Buses That 
Are Loading, Unloading 

The Chicago motor club has re- 
cently proposed changes in Illinois 
traffic laws requiring vehicles to 
stop _ for loading or unloading 
school. buses. The changes are de- 
signed tto bring .the State statutes 
Into co nf ormity with the national 
Uniform Vehicle Code. 

"Illinois traffic laws, which are 
based on national model laws, 
should L be amended In the interest 
of highway safety to make them 
consistent with other states which 
have also patterned their laws after 
the Uniform code," stated Chas. M. 
Hayes,, president of the Chicago 
Motor club. 

The first of the two principal 
change* in the law would exempt 
vehicle* from stopping for a halted 
school but when traveling in the 
opposite direction ,on a superhigh- 
way or in the same direction on a 
limited access type roadway where 
pedestrians are prohibited by law 
from crossing. 

The other amendment deals with 
the requirement thai a motorist 
must stop when approaching a 
school from either direction at all 
times.

.Antioch Little League 

Most people, believe that participation in baseball 
is a fine thing for boys. Parents encourage their sons 
to take part In baseball, because they regard it as a 
wholesome, beneficial game and as desirable a play 
octivity as Is available. It is, after all, the national 
pastime and taking part In it is the birthright of every 
American boy. 

However, baseball is not automatically a desirable 
experience for boys. It might be under some circum- 
stances, but under other circumstances it could prove 
positively detrimental. Whether or not baseball Is 
good for boys depends upon the total effect of the 
game upon them. Certainly, all boys will benefit 
from the vigorous outdoor exercise. However, they 
derive more than exercise from baseball. Their 
. minds and emotions are Involved in the game as well 
as their muscles. From the managers, teammates, op- 
ponents, officials, and spectators they learn many 
things. While they are learning the skills of the 
game they are also learning many habits and attitudes 
In regard to themselves and other people which arc 
extremely important to their future success and hap- 
piness. They can learn to win and lose graciously, to 
be loyal or disloyal, cooperative or uncooperative, 
courteous or discourteous to opponents and umpires, 
prejudiced or unprejudiced to those of different color, 
race or creed, to swear or not to swear, to be consid- 
erate of those with lesser ability, and to subjugate 
their own selfish desires for the good pf the team. 

Baseball is like a laboratory with its potentiali- 
ties for good or for evil. The crucible in the situation 
is the leadership which Is available. Under the right 
type of coach or manager baseball could become as 
fine an educational experience as any boy might un- 
dergo. Such a coach or manager will foster and en- 
courage the situations and experiences which will 
produce desirable habits and attitudes in boys and he' 
will prevent and discourage those which develop 
the wrong characteristics. 

What is the right type of leadership? Peculiarly 
enough, baseball skill or knowledge Is not the prime 
requisite. The most important qualification is exem- 
plary character. If boys are to develop desirable 
qualities their manager must set the example. What 
he is speaks louder than what he says. Boys won't 
accept decisions of the officials in the proper manner 
if the coach is an umpire-baiter. Good sportsman- 
ship can be developed only If the coach himself con- 
stantly practices it. The players always reflect their 
coach. 

Another important qualification of a coach is an 
interest in boys. The manager who works with boys I 



He must be genuinely interested In helping boys be- 
come better citizens through the medium of baseball. 
He must be more concerned with what happens to the 
character and personality of 'his players that the won 
and lost record of the team. 

An understanding of boys is an Indispensable 
qualification of a manager. He will find a variety of 
temperaments on any team and each must be handled 
differently. Only the coach who understands the 
feelings and behavior of youngsters can help them to 
adjust successfully when they lose their temper, alibi 
their shortcomings, become discouraged or frustrated, 
boastful, overconfident, disappointed, argumentative 
or disrespectful to others, Baseball abounds with sit- 
uations which possess great potentialities for Incul- 
cating desirable lessons for boys, but the coach, who 
does not understand them cannot take advantage of 
his strategic position." 

Baseball knowledge and skill are essential attri- 
butes of the successful manager. These qualities give 
the coach prestige in the eyes of the players which is 
a prerequisite for successful leadership. Such esteem 
Is a necessary condition if the boys are to discipline 
themselves, make sacrifices, and subject .themselves to 
the rules and regulations of the team. 

In summary, the criterion of the successful coach 
is not the won and lost record of the team. It is 
rather the one who has changed the behavior of his 
players -in the most positive way — the one who has 
taught the most valuable lessons. Success depends 
upon the social and moral lessons which the boys 
have acquired as well as the mastering of the funda- 
mentals of hitting,, fielding -and "throwing. The poor 
coach is Interested only, in winning ball games. The 
good coach Is just as interested In winning games, but 
In addition he wants his*, players to come* out of the 
baseball experiences better citizens. 

Because baseball means so much In the lives of 
American youth, they idealize those who are their 
coaches and managers. The influence of these lead- 
ers upon these impressionable youngsters Is very 
great— so great in fact that no community can afford 
to have anything short of the finest type of leader- 
ship. It was Daniel Poling who said, "Give me the 
direction of the play life of the youth of this genera- 
tion and I will dictate the world's path tomorrow."

A: This Is a nutritional trouble 
caused by lack of Iron, It generally 
occurs In young pigs which do not 
have access to soil and vegetation, 
natural sources of Iron. Baby pigs 
get no Iron through the saw's milk.

A: It Is one of the chief causes of 
unthrlftlness and deaths In young 
swine. Pigs which sutler even light 
attacks of anemia may never gain 
well. Thoy are also easy p'rey for 
other diseases. 

Q: When U this 
trouble most like- 
ly to appear? 

A Within the 
first two weeks 
after birth. 
Q: How does It 

DCt? 

A: At first pigs look well. Then 
they start to thump, lose weight, be- 
come dull and sluggish. Some linger 
on for several wceltg before dying, 
others go Into a coma and die more 
quickly. 

Qi What can be done to prevent this 
trouble? 

A: Baby pigs should be given small 
amounts of Iron and copper.

Q: How much do twine parasites 

cost farmers? 

A: The annual cost runs Into many 
millions of dollars— needless loss that 
farmers could well avoid. 

Q: How do parasites cause so much 
damage? 

A: N'ot only by death losses, but 
they cause pigs to waste enormous 
amounts of feed. A herd of parasite- 
infected pigs may take as much as 
seven weeks extra to reach market 
weight 

Q: Which swine 
pa resit «n C a u » e 
Ihe most trouble? 
A: Round- 
worms, kidney, 
nodular, and 
thorn-head worms. Tests show that 
from 36 to 74 percent ol all swine 
are Infected with roundworms alone. 
Q: How can an owner tell when 
hb plRft have parasites? 

A: Typical danger signs are slow- 
growing, pot-bellied, underfed-looking 
pigs which do not do well. 

Q: What can swine raisers do about 
the problem? 

A: Litters should he tarr,owcd In 
cleon pens, then moved to clean, 
fresh pasture, as early as possible. 
Pigs should be kept on clean pasture 
until ready to be moved Into dry lot 
for . fattening. This practice some 
llmrj reduces pig losses up to SO per 
cent, 

Q: What about 
external para 
sites? 

A: They cost 
hog raisers heavy 
money, too. 
Mange holds back 
gains an average of $2.00 per ani- 
mal, while packers may dock mangy 
hogs an additional $1.50 or more at 
market. Hog lice also cut Into prDf. 
Its, spread disease. Doth can be con- 
trolled by oiling, dipping or dusting 
with Insecticides.
